Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 and 1 1 as presented in the amendment dated 02/09/2009 and in the 
Examiner's Amendment above are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose, 
either singly or in combination, the claimed invention of a housing, a needle attached to 
a needle holder including two finger members extending therefrom, a needle retraction 
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device comprising at least two engagement means, eacli of tine two engagement means 
at leased partially housed in abutment with a shoulder of a recess defined within an 
inner surface of the needle retraction device in opposition to the retraction bias prior to 
the release of the needle holder from the housing. 

The closest prior art of record is US 6,186,960 to Tripp et al., US 5,000,736 to 
Kaufold et al., US 6,572,565 to Daley et al., and US 5,352,203 to Vallenlunga et al., all 
of which teach various elements of the device, but all fail to teach or disclose at least 
two engagement means at least partially housed in abutment with a shoulder of a 
recess defined within an interior surface of the needle retraction device in opposition to 
the retraction bias prior to the release of the needle holder from the housing
